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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 

Non-elected without traverse claims 1-7, 9-24, 38, and 39 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments presented in the reply of 04/17/08 have been found persuasive. 
The allowability resides in the overall method as recited in independent claim 25, and at least in 
part, because claim 25 recites, inter alia: "providing an electrical assembly, the electrical 
assembly comprising two electrical contacts accessible from an exterior of a fuse and a fuse 
element in contact with the two electrical contacts; [. . .] after surrounding at least a portion of the 
electrical assembly by the pre-formed tubular support structure, applying a reinforcing structure 
over the pre-formed tubular support structure and in contact with at least a portion of the 
electrical assembly, wherein the reinforcing structure comprises a fiber matrix, the fiber matrix 
comprising fibers pre-impregnated with a resin". The aforementioned limitations in combination 
with the remaining limitations of claim 25, are believed to render the claim and all claims 
dependent therefrom patentable over the art of record. 
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Further, examiner has performed the assignee and inventor name searches in order to 
identify documents with possible double patenting issues. No documents with conflicting claims 
have been identified.
